part of bond issue or expense of ad- 
ministration is at any time borne by 
the tax-payer, and 


Whereas, there is no feature what- 


ever of the proposed legislation that 
provides for a bonus, or a gift to the 
veteran, but that it is entirely a busi- 
ness transaction which will bring about 
:he rehabilitation of disabled ex-service 
ncn first and other ex-service men sec- 
ond, and will improve and make more 
valuable a great amount of property in 
,he state. 


Now therefore be it resolved, that 


his organization is heartily in favor of 
the passage of propositions 1 and 3, and 
docs recommend to the citizenry in gen- 
eral that they vote in the affirmative on 
those propositions at the November elec- 
ion.

Virtuous and vicious every man must be, 
Few in the extreme, but all to a degree; 
The rogue and fool by fits is fair and wise; 


" And even the best, at times, what they despise. 


When Alexander Pope, nearly two hundred years ago, wrote 


the above as a part of his famous "Essay on Man," he gave 
evidence of a knowledge of human nature which is unexcelled 
by any writer^-before, during his life, or even at the present 
time. That vice is nothing more or less than the evidence of 
virtue carried to unreasonable extremes is proven to us every 


day, 
and we need look no further than the daily papers to have 


this conclusively proven. 


The man who stands his ground arid fights, when attacked 


by one who would rob him, is exercising the God-given virtue 
of self preservation which he who assaults him, actuated by 
unworthy motives, carries to extremes and converts to vice. 


The drunkard, using to excess the means which nature has 


provided for his health and goodfellowship, becomes a sot and 
a menace to all who come in contact with him. The glutton, 
grogging himself with the good things which nature has pro- 
vided for his physical well being, by so doing converts temper- 
ance into excess and plants the seed of sickness and disease, 
which culminate in prmature death. 


The Christian becomes a narrow-minded bigot when his 


fanaticism causes him to lose sight of the merciful toleration of 
the meek and lowly Jesus, and his arrogance and presumption 
have fostered a contempt for religion totally at variance with 
the teachings of Christ for the ultimate unity and happiness of 
the human race. 


How few of us in the feverish struggle for existence are 


,able to keep our passion within due boundsi toward all mankind. 
How few, after having obtained a sufficiency of the gbb'ljL things' 
of this life, are able to keep their desires and actions within the* 
circle prescribed by the compass of virtue and refrain from 
overstepping the bounds, beyond which those same desires and 
actions are degraded to the vice of avaricious greed. 


So we might go on indefinitely, citing instance after in- 


stance where the passions implanted in man for his self-preser- 
vation and happiness are distorted by extremes and become a 
curse instead of a blessing. 


The moral inspiration of the ancient philosophers has come 


down'* to us through the ages unimpaired by time, and our 
modern philosophers are still holding before our eyes the virtues, 
thereby proving that at all times and in all places, human nature 
is much the same. 


"We listen with quiet acquiesence to the teachings of the 


wise ones. We admit that the practice of virtue is good—good 
for the other fellow—but until we can personally display those 
virtues we so admire in others, the fruits of philosophy will be 
meager and the arrical of universal peace delayed.

alent for a program of at least four, 
nd possibly five, evenings. One of these 
will be occupied in full by the new Co- 
•ina city band, its first appearance in 
onccrt. Another will be mainly occu- 
ried by a California travelogue, a most 
nteresting thing, being a stereopticon 
display, with lecture, of Mt. Lassen, 
'alifornia's one active volcano. On an- 
other evening the piece de resistance 
will be a wonderful display of auto- 
chromes. The major part of this even- 
ng will be devoted to such a flower 
show as is seldom seen, even in Califor- 
nia. By means of color photographs, 
:he art work of a master in this line 
who is second to no other color photo- 
jrapher in this country, the audience 
will fall on election night, for the week 
well be a revelation and a delight. 


Another evening will be mainly given 


to a lecture by an old chautauqua 
speaker, who has in hand a talk that 
will be more than worth while. 


In addition to these there arc short 


specialties, all by local people,, that 
will afford variety, and every one of 
them is picked to be a winner with the 
audience. In the event that five full 
programs are constructed, one of them 
will fall on election ight, for the week 
of November 6 to 11 is the week chosen 
for all this delightfulnoss; and if there 
is a program on Tuesday evening (elec- 
tion evening) all obtainable returns 
will be thrown on the screen.

The bankers of the "Citrus Belt"

resolved that the Citrus Belt Bankers' 
Association recommend that the voters 
defeat the bills known as 19, 24, and 29, 
and that insofar as possible the people 
be advised fo its action: 


While there were many undesirable 


features of each of the above bills dis- 
cussed, the outstanding objections to 
them may be summarized as follows: 


Number 19—By voting no on the wa- 


ter power act you keep the government 
out of business and retain to the state 
its present high financial credit stand- 
ing. 


Number 24—By voting no*on the law- 


yers' bill you retain your right to con- 
sult your present advisors and will not 
be compelled to seek an attorney, as this 
class of legislation would require. 


Number 29—By voting no on the sin- 


gle-tax bill you keep the tax assessments 
on land, improvements and personal 
property. 


It was suggested that each banker 


hold himself in readiness to discuss 
with the' voters any point on which 
there may be any misunderstanding.
